WASHINGTON, April 3—(%)— 
In support of oft-repeated assertions 
that business is getting better, the ad- 
ministration today pointed to reports 


of increased employment ana a drop 
in the swollen relief rolls. 

Secretary Roper’s new weekly busi- 
ness summary said that data from va- 
rious parts of the country for the 
week ending. March 30 was that & 
rise in employment, as compared to 
the previous week, had been general 
among industrial workers and those 
in seasonal occupations, _ 

Harry L. Hopkins, relief 3 
istrator, reported the decline in the 
millions receiving federal relief; news 
that was in sharp contrast to past 
reports of additional thousands on 
charity. 

He said the number of families on 
relief in February were 4,485,076 as 
compared to 4,544,933 in January. 

“The encouraging feature of the 
situation.” the administrator said, “is 
not the reported decline but the ab- 
gence of any substantial increase 
which has occurred during recent 
years in February.” 

Officials said that continuing re- 
ports of uew security issues as evi- 
denced by corporatien filings with the 
Securities Commission, constituted a 
third hopeful sign. 

March was a record month, and of- 
ficials privately have predicted a total 
of more than a billion this year. 

Secretary Roper’s statement was 
based on reports from 28 important 
cities, 

“Employment gained generally,” the 
eecretary said, “altheugh there was 
‘some uneasiness’ about strikes, par- 
ticularly in Cleveland and the leading 
Pacific coast cities. 

He added there was a “freer cir- 
culation of money was evident” in 
agricultural districts, accompanied by 
a decrease in loans to farmers. 

Retail trade conditions were “fair- 
ly satisfactory,” the report said. but 
wholesale trade “lagged behind retail 
in* most centers.” Business in New 
York was said to be better but 
“snotty.” : 

Cleveiand’s employment gain since 
the end of November was put at 17 
per cent, while both Pittsburgh and 
Philadelphia indicated a fair amount 
of industrial progress.

PERKINS DEFEATS

She Persuades House 
Group Not To Shear He 
Authority. : 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—(UP)— 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins 
fought for her job today before a con- 
gressional committee—and won. She 
fought against a proposal which might 
rob her post of real effectiveness, and 
converted a hard-boiled committee 
chairman to her point of view. 

Facing the house labor group on 
the Wagner-Connery disputes bill for 
more than two hours, the woman cabi- 
net officer sought bravely to stem a 
growing movement to clip the func- 
tions of her department to a point 
where it might become an innocuous 
unit. 

Emphatically she insisted that the 
“supreme court of labor” which the 
disputes bill proposes to create must 
be made a part of the labor depart- 
ment. She diverted at one point to in- 
sist also that the social insurance 
board proposed in the administration’s 
security legislation be placed under 
the jurisdiction of her department and 
not set up independently as demand- 
ed by the house ways: and means com- 
mittee. 2 

Under the disputes bill as written 
the labor judicial board would be set 
up as an independent unit. Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, co-author of the 
bill and former chairman of the Na- 
tional Labor Board, insists this is the 
only way in which the interests of 
both industry and labor can be ade- 
quately safeguarded. 

The American Federation of Labor 
thinks differently and its leaders are 
openly expressing fears that the estab- 
lishment of so many individual boards 
outside of the jurisdiction of the la- 
bor department will so weaken the 
bureau as to make it ineffective. 

This position is challenged by heads 
of the so-called “radical” or “rank- 
and-file” union groups who have lost 
faith in the various labor relations 
boards set up by the New Deal and 
now are demanding an independent 
set up. Their views are shared by 
Francis Biddle. chairman of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board; and

HOUSE MAY FORCE

Sentiment Veers Toward 
Voting on Committee 
Report as Offered. 


WASHINGTON, April 3—2)—~— 
First returns from a survey of house 
sentiment led democrati¢. leaders to 
forecast in a tentative and limited 
way today the social security bill 
would be forced through without any 
changes save those approved -by the 
Ways and means committee.

Amendment to McSwain’s 
Senate Bill Killed by 
258-71 Vote. |

WASHINGTON, April 3.—(4)—Al- 
though the measure was calied a “farce 
and a joke,” the house today quickly 
crushed an attempt to attach the dras- 
tic tax provisions approved by the sen- 
ate munitions committee to the Me- 
Swain bill for the elimination of huge 
wr profits. 

By a 258-to-71 vote, the house stood 
by a-rule to: prevent amendments to 
the bill, thus “virtually assuring pass- 
‘age in its presént form. 

On the other side of the capitol, 
meanwhile, the _ munitions committee 
listened’ to’ pungent testimony that a 
formet congressman solicited a ship- 
building concern for business while in 
Office and that a “friend of James 
‘Roosevelt’ tried to throw naval build- 
ing coutracts’to a private yard. 

' Tun addition, it heard evidence from 

which Chairman Nye, republican, 
North Carolina, drew the conclusion 

that “just preceding every naval appro- 
riation bill before congress, we have 
ad a Japanese. war scare.” 

He asked the question: “How many 
of these scares have been stirred up for 
the personal interest of shipbuilders ?” 

Query “nanswered. 

The query went unanswered. 

Opponents of the bill by Represent- 
ative McSwain, democrat, South Caro- 
lina. took the offensive at the beginning 
of the house squabble over procedure. 

“A guarantee of war-time profits 
undér. this bill is a dangerous possi- 
bility,” “shouted Representative Kvale, 
farmer-labor, Minnesota. ‘Instead of 
eliminating profits it would create a 
situation that would extend a verita- 
ble utopia to powerful units of indus- 
try.’ 

Kvale is a member of the military 
affairs croup which reported the Me- 
Swain bill. 

“We don’t want to do a futile 
thing, which is... a farce, a joke,” 
said Representative MeFarlane, dem- 
ocrat, Texas. “We had better amend 
the rule so we can legislate without 
our hands .being tied.” 

Would Freeze Prices. 

The McSwain bill would freeze 
prices at the level at which a dec- 
laration of war finds them; empower 
the president to commandeer “mate- 
rial resources, industrial organizations 
and public servants,” and authorize 
him to set up a license system for 
any class of industry.. The plan has 
heen ‘attributed to Besnard Baruch, 
New ‘York financier. 

The senate bill stipulates taxes 
which would limit industrial prfits to 
3 per cent of investment, and salaries 
to $10,000 a year, with corporation 
officers drafted, and subject to trans- 
fer to combat units in case of fail- 
ure to co-operate.

The Georgia supreme court Wed- 
nesday handed down ai “finders 
keepers” decision in the case of 
three youths who found a small for- 
tune in gold dust and bullion be- 
neath a rock. 

The decision resulted in dismissal 
of a petition brought by F. R. 
Groover, owner of the land on which 
the youths found the $15,540 
treasure three years ago. 

The finders were Roy Tippins, 
Bob Stuman and Jack Stuman, who 
made their discovery in a field in 
Chérokee county. 

Groover filed suit in the county 
court to recover the gold but lost 
and appealed to the supremé court. 

The court held title to the treas- 
ure trove bélongs to the finder “as 
against the rest of the world” if the 
true owner is not known. 

The youths made their find on a 
night in 1982 when they went into 
the field owned by Groover, lifted 
the rock and found 37 pounds of 


gold dust and bullion.

FOR ‘NEW DEAL’ ATTACK

TUNG OIL IN GEORGIA 
Announcement of the shipment 
of a carload of tung oil nuts pro- 
~ duced in Dougherty county to a 
“crushing and extraction mill in 
“Florida emphasizes the 
’ that has been made in the develop- 
ment of this new industry in Geor- 
- gia. There are now 4,000 acres 
«planted in tung trees in Dougherty 
county alone and within a year or 
“two these trees will bear a. crop 
“large enough to warrant the erec- 
“tion of a crushing plant in 
county. 

The opportunity for profitable 
investment in tung orchards, which 
can be successfully grown only in 
southern China and the area in the 
United States bordering on the Gulf 
of Mexico, is emphasized by recent 
reports of the federal Department of 
Commerce revealing a largely in- 
creased use of tung oil in this coun- 
try during 1934. 

According to these reports, the 
American paint and varnish indus- 
try consumed 121,000,000 pounds 
of Chinese tung oil during the 
year, for which $10,930,000 was 
paid, these figures representing an 
increase of 12 per cent in quantity 
and more than 50 per cent in value 
because of the higher prices of the 
oil. 

The indication is that these in- 
creases will be greater during 1935, 
as imports from China during Jan- 
uary were 136 per cent over 
those of January, 1934, and 50 per 
cent higher than those for Decem- 
ber. | 
Already in excess of 50,000 acres 
have been planted in tung trees in 
the gulf coast sections of the south- 
ern states, with the chief activity 
having been shown in Florida and 
Mississippi. Georgia has not kept 
pace with other states in this re- 
spect, having planted far less trees, 
although the opportunity for the 
successful growing is as good here 
as in any other area. x 

An inspection of the Georgia tung 
orchards will be made next week 
by C. C. Concannon,. chief of the 
chemical division of the Department 
of Commerce, who has for years 
made a close study of the possi- 
bility of the development of a pros- 


ica. The progress that has been

Sanguinary battle of Bloody Marsh 
that few were left to return to 
Florida. 


Spain never again seriously threat- 
ened the safety of the Georgia 
colony, and soon withdrew from 
the fortifications and missions she 
had founded up the coast as far 
north as Fort Royal, S. C. Had it 
not been for the successful de- 
fense of Fort Frederica, the whole 
course of American history might 
have been changed, as the Spanish 
might otherwise have regained 
Georgia and spread their influence 
upwards through the Carolinas.

There is more behind this delay than laziness. The reali reason 
is that congressional resistance to the Roosevelt program has taken 
this new form.

But most of it is due 
to the inside rumor that Rail Co-ordinator Eastman is: more or less 
privately encouraging the government ownership campaign, being 
planned by Chairman Wheeler, of the senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee. *

interest in his government ownership bill. 

The best. disinterested authorities here believe government own- 
ership is an ultimate necessity, but that it is not yet near enough 
to warrant the current despondency of the rail chiefs.

All decent people, lawyers and laymen, despise the lawyer who poses 
as a good citizen while secretly serving as the tool of criminals. But this 
kind of lawyer criminal is not the only enemy of justice. 

The lawyer who protects and defends a criminal, knowing he is guilty, 
is an accessory to the crime. A layman who did the same thing would be 
indicted as a criminal. 

Yet many “ethical lawyers say: “The law holds the criminal innocent 
until proven guilty. He is entitled to his day in court, It is the lawyer’s 
duty to defend him, regardless of his guilt. 

That is undiluted bosh. The man who says it is kidding himself to 
justify taking the morfey. 

The guilty man has no right before the law except that of pleading 
for mercy. And the lawyer usually knows whether his client is guilty. 
If a jail-bird accused of bank robbery has never worked or saved, and 
yet is able to offer a lawyer $5,000 in cash to defend him, the lawyer 
knows in his heart that the man is guilty. 

Then what right has he to defend him—to help him escape justice and 
turn him loose to prey on society? If that isn’t taking a bribe to help 
a criminal escape, what is it? 

A lawyer cannot knowingly defend the guilty without trying to de- 
feat justice and thus serving as at# enemy of the law. 

But, you say, if lawyers defended none but the innocent or those 
believed innocent, they would have little practice. That is equivalent to 
saying that most of their practice now consists in efforts to acquit the 
guilty and defeat'the law. < 

The first *business of reform is to end the fallacy that a crime isn’t 


a crime if a lawyer does it.

An old English writer declared: 

“The king sent over all England 
and had it made out how many hun- 
dred hides there were in each shire, 
and what the king himself had im 
lands, and of livestock on the lands 
. . « Also he had written how much 
land was owned by his. archbishops, 
bishops, abbots and earls , .. and how 
much money ‘it might be worth. ... 
There was not one single hide of land 
nor efen—it is a shame to say—one 
ox or cow or hog that was not set 
down in the record.” 

Those words give the general plan; 
but it was a mistake to say that “all 
England’ was included. Northumbria 
and a few. other counties. were not 
surveyed. . 

There were about 300,000 families 
(probably about 1,800,000 persons) on 
the lands surveyer. The persons, itt 
London and a few other towns were 
not counted ; but all England probably 
did not have a population of more 
than - 2.500.000 or 3,000,000 ‘at that 
time, Compare this with the present 
population. 

The name “Domesday book” or 
“Deomsday ~book” grew up because 
the record was used in courts to de- 
eide the lawful owners of land. It 
was looked upon as & “judgment 
book” ‘or “book of ‘doom.” Othe 
names -which have been used for Tt 
are “King’s book” and “book of Win- 
chester.” 

The original Domesday book may 
be seen today under a glass case at & 
museum in London..

Bob Jones combined’ with W. Law- 
son Little Jr., the American “and 
British amateur’ king, to card a 72, 
even par. ‘This put them in a tie for 
sixth place -among 20 pairs complet- 
ing the Scotch foursome competition 
in which the partners play alternate 
shots. 

While this semi-final firing was go- 
ing on, the week’s most pronounced 
shift in betting odds resulted in estab- 
lishing stocky Gene Sarazen, former 
British and American open champion, 
as the outstanding favorite to win the 
72-hole battle for prize money aggre- 
gating $5,000. Sarazen became the 
prime choice, at 6 to 1, in the latest 
“call-over,” displacing Jones, who be- 
came the second choice, at 8 to 1.

162 Cases of Whisky 
Found in Raid on Beer 
Distributors. 


A special squad of Fulton county 
police Wednesday morning in a raid 
on the offices and warehouse of the 
Tru-Blu Distributors, Inc., 207 Spring 
street, found a cache containing 86 
eases of repeal whisky and gin short- 
ly after two city detectives looking 
for stolen metal had unearthed 76 
cases in a vacant adjoining building. 

The cache of 86 cases was discov- 
ered in a specialy constructed | pit 
15x25 feet and six feet deep under- 
neath the floor of the office of the beer 
distributing company after the offi- 
cers had searched through the office 
and warehouse in vain. One of the 
raiding officers, S. D. Vaughn, no- 
ticed that a piece of moulding was 
missing from one side of the room. 
Closer investigation revealed that the 
linoleum could be rolled back, uncov- 
ering a trap door in the floor.

L. Tyson, in their search for stolen 
metal, entered the vacant building 
next door to the distributing compaay 
and discovered the 76 cases of re- 
peal-stock. J. L. Johnson, 43, of 
Jonesboro road, found loitering in 
front of the building, was arrested. He 
told police he had stored the liquor 
in the building when a truck on which 
he was transporting it to Florida 
broke down. He said he intended to 
complete the trip to Florida with the 
liquor as soon as the truck was re- 
‘paired. He was released on $200 
bond. 

The county raiding squad, composed 
of Charles Stewart, of the solicitor’s 
office, and County Policemen Jesse 
Anderson, Vaughan, W. F. Whittaker 
and Cal Cates, seized office records 
which disclosed many case lot deliv- 
eries to well-known Aftlantans and to 
housewives in the various residential 
districts, and contained notations of 
alleged sales as far north as Gaines- 
ville and as far south as Griffin. Ho- 
tels, restaurants and office buildings 
also were indicated as delivery points.
